Summary of Helos from the Far Cast. 


CHINA. 
TIENTSIN. 

A correspondent writes :—His Excellency the Viceroy is spend- 
ing his winter at Pow-ting-foo. Very severe winter in the North 
of China; plains around Tientsin entirely frozen over, and 
H.M.S. Elk, French Conleune, and Russian Morges, frozen in 
the river. It is said in reliable quarters that the Emperor would 
never grant another audience to the Foreign Ministers, and no 
Minister has ever applied for one, although as regards Bri- 
tish interests in China many important questions might be 
urged. As delivery of grain is to be taken at Tungchow, fif- 
teen miles from Peking, there are some hopes of the Chinese 
Government being induced to allow steam launches to run be- 
tween Tientsin and Tungchow (one hundred and twenty miles), 
a great boon to every one; it will be for the China Merchants’ 
Steam Navigation Company to urge it, as they have to deliver 
the grain. e Chinese will celebrate their New Year's festivi- 
ties on the 17th February. The river is not expected to be 
opened much before the 5th or 6th of March. The winter trade 
here is in a most depreased state. 





SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 13th 
Feb. ; the French mail from London Dec. 19 arrived out on the 
6th Feb., and the following P. and O. mail of 26th Dec. on the 
llth Feb. The following items of news are from the North 
China Herald :— 


We publish among our law reports an interesting and im- 
portant decision lately delivered by Sir Edmund Hornby on a 
special case submitted to tint Sandler the clause of the rules of 
the Supreme Court regulating the submission and decision of 

uestions of law without formal suit—between the Municipal 

ouncil and the Oriental Bank Corporation. The Municipal 
Council, in accordance with the land regulations, and a resolution 
passed at the last ratepayers’ meeting for a general reassessment, 
assessed the Bank’s premises at a rental of Tls. 8,000 per annum. 
The Bank appealed against this as excessive, but the Court of 
Appeal confirmed the assessment of the Council. The Bank still 
maintaining the assesament to be too high, it was agreed to 
submit to the Chief Judge for his opinion whether the decision 
of the Court of Appeal was final. Bis Lordship is of opinion 
that it is final, and supports his judgment with a lucid and in- 
teresting chain of reasoning, which clearly establishes the status 
of our local self-government. 

We understand that Messrs. Leroy, Aymeri, Mackintosh and 
Wheelock have resigned their seats on the French Munsipal 
Council—in consequence, we believe, of some divergence of 
opinion between themselves and the Consul-General as to the va- 
lidity of the last elections. 

At a meeting of the Mi-ho-loong Rifle Company it was re- 
solved to accept an offer by Captain Whyte, H.M.S. Cadmua, 
to provide a drill sergeant for the company—and to insist on 
attendance at drill. The funds of the corps were shown to be in 
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a satisfactory condition. It was resolved to hold the Mi-ho-loong 
ball as usual, and Messrs. Rice, Mackenzie, Groom, Clarke, Dent, 
Dunman and Tobin were elected a ball committee. 

An unusual case. arising out of a change of masters on board 
the British ship Alhambra, has been decided at the Supreme 
Court, before Mr. Mowat. The main facts have already been 
disclosed in a prosecution against the chief officer for refusing to 
obey the orders of the new captain. The case arose from the 
new captain, W. G. Beadle, having taken out a summons calling 
upon the superseded captain, C. H. Nelson, to show cause why 
he should not deliver up all documents relating to the ship in his 

asession or under his control. His Honour having enquired 
into facts as to the ownership and agene of the vessel, decided 
against defendant. He said that if defendant thought he had 
‘been wenefally di@Mparged, his remedy lay in an action against 
those who had Scand Git, not in withholding papers relating 
to the ship or its owners. 

A memorial from the native merchants of S hai has been 
presented to the Taoutai, and subsequently published as an ad- 
vertisement in the Shunpao. It complains that the weight of 
taxation in this province is crushing trade, and prays for the 
abolition of certain local imposts and the reduction of barrier 
dues to the rate prevailing in Chekeang. 

Our Hankow correspondent writes :—The annual meeting of 
landrenters and taxpayers has been held. The leading feature 
was the upset of the retiring Council’s bund scheme, and the 
adoption of a new one. The lighting of the Settlement, and the 
police force, were also subjects of discussion, and no doubt the 
new Council will give attention to these subjects at their future 
meeting. We have had a big fire in the city, somewhere about 
300 houses burnt. Business completely collapsed, and will pro- 
bably remain so until after China new year. 

A Tientain correspondent writes that the ice broke up on the 
23rd Jan., and the river off the British Settlement was quite 
open on the morning of that day. 








FOOCHOW. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

On the 16th of February the t ship-building yard at Foo- 
chow will cease to be under Huropeat direction, the Chinese 
thinking they are sufficiently advanced in naval architecture to 
carry on the work themselves. This yard during its existence 
has launched fourteen magnificent ships, thirteen of which are 
about 900 to 1,000 tons, and one of 2,000. There is also an- 
other nearly built, which will be shortly launched, thus making 
a total of fifteen ships. It has employed some fifty European 
workmen, chiefly French, together with a European director and 
staff, all of whom are under an Imperial Commission directly 
appointed from Peking. No one who has ever walked through 
its workshops can say aught. but praise of the conscientious 
working of its chief European director, Monsieur Giquel ; and 
all must acknowledge he has done his share in the work of the 
regeneration of China in taking her out of the groove of her 
usual style of ship-building, replacing her junk of huge and 
unwieldy|proportions by aship of fair and symeterical form, which 
will with credit carry the flag of China through the neighbour- 
ing seas. Although ship-building has been the main feature 
connected with the Foochow dockyard, another branch deserves 
mention. A certain number of Chinese youths have been in- 
structed in mathematics and navigation, and have gone through 
the usual curriculum of our naval schools, under the able in- 
struction of Mr. Carroll, and as they were found sufficiently 
advanced they were drafted off into a training-ship, where the 
knowledge they had acquired at school was practically put tothe 
test, and after passing through this ship were appointed officers or 
‘commanders of the vessels of thefleet. This branch of thedockyard 
has been productive of the greatest good, for it has turned out a 
tolerable number of @hinese sailors versed in scientific navigation. 
The training ship was under thecommand of Capt. R. Tracey, R.N., 
whose heart was in his work, and who has given his pupils a 
real taste of what the sea was by taking them on a voyage to 
Penang, and cruising for months along the stormy coast of China, 
The director of the dockyard has, during its brief existence of 
some seven years, done his best to help to raise China to a level 
of European nations. He has well succeeded in his naval archi- 
tecture, for the last two ships built are said to have been wholly 
constructed by the Chinese, without any European supervision, 
and if one could come to Foochow, and see the Chinese steam 
fleet assembled here for the holidays, they would be struck with 
wonder and astonishment to see how adroitly they are handled. 
China is not asleep ; she may not be making such rapid strides 
as Japan, but nevertheless the schoolmaster of progress is 
abroad, and his influence is being felt through the land ; and 
conservative though her policy may be, she will, I am sure, as 
time rolls on, bear favourable comparison with her more im- 
pulsive sister, Japan. In dismissing its European instructors the 
Chinese Government have behaved most liberally, some £20,000 
being granted for distribution among them, independent of a 
most magnificent cumshaw to the director, M. Giquel. Besides 
these large monetary presents, a yellow jacket bas been conferred 


upon M. Giquel ; orders, medals, aud buttons have been granted to | 


the rest with noniggard hand. ‘There isonething connected with the 
retrenchment of expenditure connected with this dockyard which 
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must not be lost sight of by our Consuls, and which tly con- 
cerns our prosperity as merchants. We ought in a body to in- 
sist upon the taking off of the Lekim Tax imposed upon foreign 
trade. This tax was first put on in this province to enable 
the Government to cope successfully with the rebels, and after 
their defeat continued to provide the means of carrying on the 
Foochow dockyard in order to enable them to build a fleet to 
be ready for contingencies in the future. We have patiently 
borne these imposts on our trade, and have enabled China to accam- 
plish both these ends, and we only now in justice demand that 
this double tax upon our imports may once and for ever cease to 
exist. With regard to the revenue that may be required for the 
future efficient working of this ship-building yard, I would suggest 
that a sum should be set aside from the Customs revenue for 
that purpose which the Imperial Government can well afford; 
and this wouldaway with the necessity of levying that vexatious 
Lekim Tax which has for years fettered and paralysed our com- 
merce, andwhich hasbeen levied in direct and violent opposition to 
the spirit of our treaty. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 19th February ; 
the French mail from London Jan. 9 arrived out on the 15th 
Feb., and the following P. and O. mail of Jan. 16 on the 18th 
Feb. The China Maud supplies the following items of intelli- 
gence :— 

A boat accident, by which a large number of persons lost their 
lives, occurred in Hong Kong harbour. A new steam-launch, 
named Wan Loong, was announced to make her first trip to 
Canton, and a charge of only fifty cents being made for the 
journey, a large number of passengers—estimated from 200 to 
300—embarked. The vessel was owned partly by Chinese and 

artly by foreigners, and much interest was felt in her. But 
ew Europeans were on board, and they included Captain Her- 
riot (in command), Mr. M‘Bain, and Mr. Scott. The steamer 
started a little before seven, and soon after she left Burd’s wharf 
she sheared over, from the sudden putting down of the helm to 
clear another vessel. The passengers on the upper deck there- 
upon became alarmed, running from one side to the other, and 
the vessel, after a few heavy rolls, filled and sank. The officers 
on board the Police Chop seem to have anticipated some mishap, 
and they went immediately to the rescue. Aid was also sent 
from the Princess Charlotte, the Hartford, and several house 
boats, and by these means many of the passengers were rescued. 
All the Europeans were saved, and it is not known how many 
lives were lost—probably not far short of 100.+ It is said the 
boat was insured. Several dead bodies have been recovered, and 
an inquest upon them will be held. 

The coal at the naval depot at Kowlong was recently disco- 
vered to be on fire. The steam launch was called into requis 
tion, and took over about a hundred coolies, who set to work 
moving the coal, and meantime the Princess Charlotte signalled 
to the fleet for their assistance. The coal did not blaze, but was 
smoking, and so hot that the coolies could not stand upon it. 
Several small fire-engines were procured from the Princess Char- 
lotte and other ships, together with two belonging to the Naval 
Yard. These measures proved successful, and the fire was finally 
got under. ; 

A fire has occurred on board the ship Colombia, bound for San 
Francisco. The crew had mostly cleared out for shore. In- 
apector Grimes ordered the small cannon to be fired, and lights 
to be fixed at the mast to attract attention. There was not & 
blue light or rocket on board the ship. The water police were 
communicated with and were soon on the spot, several cargo 
boats followed, and later the Fume steam-tug. Energetic efforta 
were made to extinguish the fire, but without success. It was 
found impossible to run the vessel ashore, and she was then 
scuttled in the after part. She did not, however, sink ; and 
about twelve o'clock the flames burst through the fore deck, and, 
extending to the rigging and other parts, the ship appeared one 
mass of fre—a truly magnificent sight. 

It is probable that but few people appreciate the rarity of the 
Cutting Creeper lately presented to the City Hall. We learn that 
two very handsome offers were made to the late owner if he 
would part with it, but, as he had already presented it to the 
museum, he refused todo so. It is said that between one and 
two hundred dollars was the price offered. : 

Our local Recreation Club committee when hard up for ideas 
may take a hint from Labuan. At the last athletic sports féte 
which took place in that minute colony, horse‘and canoe races 
were agreeably varied by pig and butfalo competitions. To see 
some of our well-known local athletes chasing a buffalo with a 
greased tail round the race-course would probably attract a large 
crowd of spectators. The buffalo is evidently a touch ahead of 
the pig. 


We learn that the revenue junks stationed at Cheong Kwan 0, 
a place just outside the precincts of this harbour and within the 
Ly-ee-moon Pass, have been rather busy lately in their little 
game of squeezing. The petty officials in charge levied a black. 
mail on every junk passing there, and on the refusal of one 
them to pay, threats of arrest were made, until the interferenet 
of the Kyfong brought them to reason ; the aqueezere, however; 
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arrested one of the most prominent members of that body. The 
immediate result of this was that all the shops closed at once, 
and would not reopen until an apology had been offered. We 
learn that the matter has been referred to the Canton autho- 
rities. 

We are informed that the M.M.S.S. Aca, on her way down 
from Shanghai, narrowly escaped a collision with a P. and O. 
steamer, which must have been the Travancore. ‘The night was 
foggy, and the P. and O. vessel was voing slowly. 

he conjuring entertainment at the Garrison Theatre on the 
10th was of a very high order. All the old standard tricks of 
Professor Anderson—of whom the performer was a disciple— 
were given with creat skill and were received with great ap- 
plause from a densely-packed house.

score Sergeant Cameron was the best shot, and Sergeant King 
the worst. On the Inspectors’ side, Inspector Grimes was the 
worst shot, but he hit the bull’s eye twice, and had he not met 
with an accident to his hand a day or two ago, he might have 
stood a good chance of winning the cup. As Inspector Orley 
had scored 36 points, and as the prize fell to the lot of the In- 
spectors, he was the lucky winner. 

We observe that the new Attorney-General, Mr. Bramston, 
has arrived by the French mail. 

The cricket match between the Hong Kong Cricket Club and 
the Garrison ended in a defeat for the latter by between fifty and 
sixty runs. 

A letter from Swatow says :—-H.[LC.M.S. Chen-to, Mr. J. 
Langelier commanding, arrived from Hong Kong, having a Man- 
darin junk in tow. General Fang came down to Swatow from 
Chau-Chau-fuh on the 30th, his principal object being to take 
measures for the deepening of the various branches of the River 
Han, in order to afford greater facilities for trade to several large 
cities, between which and the sea they form the connecting chan- 
nel. The General visited on the 2nd inst. the American and 
English Consuls and the Commissioner of Customs. The usual 
salute of three guns was fired from each of the Consulates on his 
arrival and departure, and from the Chen-to, as his junk passed 
her. The Taoutai is also down here for a short time.

The directors 
then considered that the advanice was fully covered by the value 
of the property, it having cost about three lakhs to the company. 
At the auction, however, uo higher bid than $89,000 was made, 
and it was not sold. Although the directors fully believed that 
it was worth the money advanced, and that it would yet realise 
it, they had judged it wise to write off the sum. The other 
matter which had caused loss was the fraud committed by Stod- 
dard at Shanghai, known as the Lead frauds, whereby the bank 
had lost $30,000—a matter to be deeply regretted. This, how- 
ever, had been provided for out of the half-year’s earnings. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The advices by the present mail extend to the 26th Feb. ; 
no later mail from London had arrived out. The following 
items are from the Straits Times : 

A serious accident occurred to the Honourable Thomas Scott, 
M.L.C., as he was going to office. Mr. Scott was driving a 
pair of horses, one being newly broken, in a light buggy, and 
the new horse, which had been restive all the way to town, be- 
came unmanageable when coming over Cavenagh Bridge, and 
broke into arun. Rounding the corner sharp, the bugsy cap- 
sized, and was dragged on its side, with Mr. Scott caught under- 
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neath it, till it was brought up opposite Flint-street. by collision 
with a phaeton, which was also upset. Mr. Scott was extricated 
at once, and taken into Messrs. MeAlister and Co.’s, where 
medical assistance was procured and his wounds dressed. These, 
though serious, were found to consist ouly of a very severe flesh 
wound below the knee, and some bad bruises ; luckily, we might 
say almost miraculously, no bones were broken, Subsequently 
Mr. Scott and his wife narrowly escaped drowning by the wreck 
of the Ser Foo, bound for Hong Kone. 

H. E. the Governor and Admiral Shadwell have visited Sa- 
langore and Langkat, to endeavour to put a stop to the piracies 
that have becoine so frequent in the rivers and creeks of the 
native States bordering the Straits of Malacca, and to insist 
upon the observance of the existing treaty with Salangore 
to this end. The visit was eminently successful, and re- 
sulted in effecting a2 reconciliation between the Sultan of 
Salangore and Tunku dia Udin, the ruler of Klang and Sa- 
langore, between whom there had been an estrangement. 
The pirates were tricd on board TL MAS. Thalia, by a native 
Court, of which Tunku dia Udin was President, and all but one 
condemned to death, the sentence being carried out on the beach, 
Major McNair, the Colonial Engineer, and Mr. J. G. Davidson, 
who were left as Comunissioners to represent Hdd. the Governor 
during the trial, returned to Singapore in the Thalia after 
seeing the sentence carried out. Besides the trial and execution 
of the pirates, the Sultan also paid an indemnity of 355 piculs of 
tin as compensation to the relatives of the murdered men, and 
there can be little doubt that the late proceedings will make a 
lasting impression. | We publish in the present issue the exist - 
ing treaties with Salangore, Rambow, and Johole, which evi- 
dently need revision, and will probably be replaced by better 
defined engagements when opportunity offers ; but in the mean- 
time it is cxsential to the safety of life and property that the 
Sultan of Salangore and his sons should be compelled strictly to 
adhere to the terms of the treaties now in force, instead of con- 
stantly violating them with impunity, as they have done for so 
long. 

The Commission that has been sitting at Larovt to settle the 
claims for compensation arising out of the protracted Chinese 
faction quarrel there has, we believe, concluded its labours, as 
two of the commissioners, Captain Dunlop and My. Pickering, 
left Penang yesterday on their return to Singapore. No parti- 
culars, however, of the settlement etfected have as yet been made 
publi. 

The vessels of HM. squadron are about to leave for their 
stations. The Sa/amis proceeded homeward after the visit to 
to Salangore, and the Lténu/do, also homeward bound, leaves 
shortly. The Jron Duke, with Admiral Shadwell, leaves for 
China, and the Frolée goes to Manila and China. 

The Chinese New Year rejoicings began on the 16th, and as 
their noise and uproar has been augmented by the natives in 
their celebration of the Mahomedan Moharrum, the streets of the 
town have during,the past few days been unusually gay. These 
festivals, are however, nearly over now ; the natives will end 
their masquerade this week, and the Chinese New Year rejoicngs 
will close with a louder uproar than ever on the 3rd proximo, 
after which matters will settle down in their usual groove, and 
we trust general business will be resumed with renewed activity. 

A letter from Malacca says :—The Chin Chin tin mines, re- 
garding which I wrote you about six months ago, have turned * 
out very successfully, and the sharcholders have got the whole 
of their capital back again, and have since advanced another 
$3,000. It is said that during the three months the tin mines 
have been worked they have yielded: 160 slibs of tin, and: that 
the metal is of a superior quality to that of any other tin mining 
district in the Malayan Peninsula. None of the tin has as yet 
been exported to the Singapore market, owing to the Chinese 
New Year holidays. ; 

A meeting of the Chamber of Commerce was held at fhe Ex- 
change Rooms, to give an expression of the views of the Cham- 
ber on the recent action of the Government in Perak and 
Laroot. The object of the meeting was explained in a few re-

The Chamber of Commerce having taken consideration the engage- 
ments lately entered into by the chiefs of Perak in the presence of his 
Excellency the Governor, desires respectfully to express its entire 
approval of the measures adopted to put a stop to the piracy and mis- 
rule which have so long prevailed in that province ; and it sincerely 
trusts that his Excellency will continue to pursue the just, firm and 
conciliatory policy thus inwugurated, until the whole of the so-called 
independent states of the Malayan peninsula shall be brought under 
siuilar control. 

The Chamber is satisfied that it is by such measures only that a rich 
and fertile country, which has been too long wesicesed and allowed to 
lapse into anarchy, can be brousht uuder British intuence and opened 
tu civilisation and commerce, and that they constitute the course of 
action most worthy of a great nation.

IMPORTS. 

Yoxouama.—The market for Manufactured goods had continued in an 
unsatisfactory state throughout the interval ; prices for all jthe chief 
staples were declining and stocks were increasing. But little business 
had been done either in Cottons or Wovllens. In Metals also sales had 
been small, and arrivals considerable. 

CHEFoo.—Messrs. Wilson, Cornabé, and Co. report that during the 
month under review business in §} lbs. Grey Shirtings has been fairly 
active, but in other Cotton fabrics there has been nothing done what- 
ever. We look for a continued inquiry for 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings, and 
hope to see an improvement in the demand for T-Cloths after the Chi- 
nese New Year. Drills rule very low, and for Fancy Cottons we have 
no inquiry. Woollens continue dull of sale, and prices are unaltered. 
Metals : Iron is in good inquiry, flat kind being especially wanted ; 
Lead has slightly improved in value, but the demand is by no means 
brisk, 

Hankow.—Business had been on a most restricted scale, and no im- 
provement was looked for until after the Chinese holidays. 

SHancHaL—Considering the near approach of the Chinese New Year 
holidays a fair amount of business had taken place, but there was no 
elasticity in the market, and in some cases prices were a shade easier. 

Foocuow.—The following sales had been reported :—2,000 pieces 
7 lbs., T-Cloths at $1.90 per piece, and 500 pieces 8} Ibs. Grey Shirt- 
ings at $2.75 per piece. Lead, 300 pigs at $8.25 per picul. 

Honc Konc.—There had been nothing doing, business being sus- 
pended in consequence of the Chinese New Year holidays. 

Batavia.—Business was ata complete standstill owing to the Chinese 
New Year holidays. 

SrxcaPorE.—Messrs. Bowstead and Co. report as follows :—During the 
early part of the fortnight the Chinese New Year holidays interfered 
with business, and few transactions were reported. Since the market re- 
opened a considerable business has been done, 8} lbs, Grey Shirtings have 
found buyers at $2.40 to 2.424, and 7 lbs. are in some demand. T- 
Cloths, light weights, and 6 Ibs. have been taken to a fair extent. 
White Shirtings, both fine and medium qualities, have been active at 
former rates. A moderate business has been done in 40’s Grey Yarn. 
Sales of 18 to 24’s at low prices are reported. Dyed Cottons continue 
very dull. Woollens are in moderate request. 

Penana.—The Chinese New Year holidays had "taken up the greater 
portion of last fortnight and it was only towards the close that dealers 
had resumed business, and transactions so far had been very retail. 
Prices remained unchanged, although the tendency was somewhat in 
favour of buyers.

THE ATCHIN WAR.

Major-General the Hon. St. Geore Gerald Foley, C.B., has been ap- 
pointed Lieutenant-Governor of Guernsey, in succession to Lieutenant.

force in China from March, 1857, to February, 1860; was present at 
the capture of Canton in December, 1857 (brevet of colonel), and 
other affairs in the neighbourhood; served throughout the campaign 
as British commissioner at the head quarters of the French army in 
China from February, 1860, to March, 1861 ; was present at the storm. 
ing and capture of the Taku Forts, the actions of the 18th and 21st 
September (mentioned in French despatches) and subsequent advance 
on Peking (good service pension, Commander of the Legion of Honour, 
medal with three clasps). 





A series of experiments has just been made at the Royal Arsenal, 
Woolwich, with a 14 centimetre breechloading rifled built-up steel gun, 
which is to be despatched forthwith to China, for the purpose of com- 
peting with a 15-centimetre steel Krupp gun, for the armament of two 
frigates now in course of construction in the Chinese naval arsenal near 
Shanghai, for the Government of that country. Each of these frigates 
is to carry twelve guns, six upon each broadside, and the weight of the 
projectiles to be thrown is about sixty pounds. The gun at. present 
under consideration has been manufactured hy Messrs. J. Vavasseur 
and Co., and consists of a tube of steel, tempered in oil, surrounded by 
a series of coiled steel rings, with the exception of that part of the 
chase near the muzzle. The breech piece is a solid forging of steel, 
and the trunnion ring is of the same material. Its dimensions are as 
follows: Length of tube 101} inches, width at thickest part 184 
inches, and calibre to surface of bands 5.5 inches, that to bottom of 
grooves being 5.55 inches, It is, of course, polygreoved. The projec: 
tile, weighing 60 Ibs., is surrounded by copper wire. The weight of 
the gun is three tons, and the charge of gunpowder proposed to be em- 
ployed 12 ibs, of pebble or “PL” The results obtained with this gun 
during the trial at the Woolwich proof butts were s:tisfactory in the 
extreme, and the mean velocity of the projectile was very considerable, 
amounting with 154 Ibs. of pebble powder to 1,538 feet per second, and 
with 12 lbs. of pebble powder to 1,413 feet.

The German frigate Elisabeth, Capt. Livonins, arrived at Malta on 
the 15th inst. from Gibraltar, bound for Yokohama, She will have to 
remain here some time and be docked, to repair damages received from 
getting ashore in the Straits of Gibraltar. 


Captain Clarke, whose regiment, the 57th, is now serving in Ceylon, 
is to remain on the staff of Major-General Warre, at Belfast, until 
February next, when the General's time will expire.

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THE INDIAN FAMINE IN RELATION TO THE | THE CIVILSERVICE ESTIMATES.—CHINA, JAPAN, 


OPIUM QUESTION. 

WE beg to call the attention of our readers to the let- 
ters on the above subjects which have appeared in the 
Edinburgh Courant. They are important in view of 
“ British opium policy and its results in India and China,” 
becoming at no distant date one of the leading political 
questions of the day; in consequence of prizes being 
offered of two hundred pounds and half that sum, for the 
two best essays on it, and to be adjudicated by Sir 
CHARLES E. TREVELYAN, Sir H. BARTLE FRERE, and Sir 
Lovis Mauet. Both letters approach the consideration of 
the topic in a serious and temperate manner, commen- 
surate with its gravity and importance at the present 
juncture. Mr. McLaREN points out the great extent of 
and under poppy cultivation in India, which has been 
more than doubled since the East India Company left the 
produce of the deleterious drug and the monopoly of its 
purchase and sale as a doubtful legacy to the Imperial In- 
dian Government. How far these lands might have raised 
bread-stuffs for the population at the present crisis, so as 
to alleviate their distress, is the question at issue. The 
Chairman of the Edinburgh Chamber of Commerce is of 
opinion that if these poppy plantations had been sown 
with cereals there would have been probablya good supply 
of grain and roots to aid materially in feeding the starving 
population. In reply to this statement the writer, under 
the signature of “Tirhoot,” and who appears to be prac- 
tically conversant with agriculture in Bengal, states, with 
logical argument, that the drought would have affected any 
crop within the famine districts, simply from want of rain 
in the autumn of 1873. Be that as it may, there can be 
no doubt that this vexed opium questionshould be seriously 
discussed, under the new phase it has assumed from the 
dire effects of this famine. 


THE causes which induced the American Government to 
refuse acceptance of their share of the Simonoseki indemnity 
are founded, we presume, on that purely high-minded prin- 
ciple which gives a “sprat to catch the mackerel,” and is 
akin to the “pleasant policy” pursued by their Minister 
in negotiations concerning the revision of the Treaty, and 
other demands of foreigners. 





M. CHARLES DE STRUVE, whose appointment as Russian 
Charge @ Affaires at Yedo was noticed in our last, we under- 
stand was Political Agent in Turkestan, and decided some 
important geographical questions at and about Kokan. He 
was imprisoned at Bokhara several months. His brother, 
M. Otro DE STRUVE, is Superintendent of the Pulkowa 
Observatory. 


In our Holland correspondent’s letter will be found 
an avowal on the part of the Dutch Government, that 
Atchin must be completely conquered, and, to save further 
complications, must be annexed. We foreshadowed this 
some months since. 


Mr. LEONARD Wray has given a lecture on the Straits 
of Malacca, in which he points out the miserable manner 
in which our Government have deserted the Sultan of 
ATCHIN. A report will be found in another column.

The Civil Service Estimates for the financial year commenci 
on the 31st inst., and ending with March, 1875, have been issue 
The grand total of these Estimates, inclusive of the amount re- 
quired for the Post-office Packet and Telegraph Services, is 
£18,800,661, being a decrease of £549,492 upon those for the 
year just closing, which amounted to £19,044,117. The decrease 
occurs on the following votes :—Class I, £96,960; class II, 
£56,561; class III, £105,126 ; class V., £89,328 ; class VL, 
£19,562 ; class VII., £42,917. On the other hand there is one 
vote showing an increase, viz. :—Class IV., £104,418: The votes 
in the various classes are as follows :— 

Class I.—Public Works and Buildings, £1,297,178, against £1,894,188 
the previous year. 

Class II.—Salaries and Expenses of Public Departments, £1,933,356,

Turning from the general summary of the figures present. 
those which specially refer to the Far ae a papi 7 
with the Diplomatic Service, we find votes of £6,000 for Her 
Majesty's Minister Plenipotentiary in China, of £800 for the 
Secretary of Legation, of £800 for the Chinese Secretary, of 
£600 for the Assistant Chinese Secretary (this item appearing in 
the estimates for the first time), of £440 for the Assistant and 
Accountant, and of £600 for the Surgeon. The salary 
of the official ier the office of Assistant and Accountant 
is £20 above that for last year—£420—in accordance with 
the regulation which prescribes that he shall receive an 
annual increase of £20 up to £500. We may here state that 
asum of £2,800, being one-third of the net expenditure upon 
the Diplomatic Service in China, is contributed by the Indi 
Government and paid into the Exchequer. Another estimated 
source of revenue is comprised in the Fines, Fees, and other 
casual receipts connected with the Consular Service, which are 
calculated at £9,000 for China and Japan. As regards Japan, 
the figures present totals of £4,000 for the Minister, £800 for 
the Secretary of Legation, and £700 for the Japanese Secretary. 
These amounts differ in no respect from those for the past year. 
The salaries of the assistants, &c., are included under one total 
for all Legations. We come next te the Consular Services, 
which, as regards China, figure for the following amounts :—

£600, and Taku £500. The remaining charges for the China 
Consular Service may be thus summed up :—Assistants £6,900— 
namely, six first-class at £400, « like number of second-class at 
£350, and eight third-class at_ £300 each, there being no ch 
under this head. The amount required for Interpreters is 
the same, £5,500. Writers and Linguists figure for £2,879, 
an increase of £5 ; Student Interpreters for £3,150 ; Teachers 
for Student Interpreters for £459, and the Shipping Clerk 
at Shanghai for £400; the three last-named items stand- 
ing precisely as in the previous estimates. Passing on we find 
an estimated amount required for “ Wages and allowances to 
Gaolers, Constables, Watchmen, Boatmen, Porters, Coolies, and 
others employed in public services ” of £4,833, an increase of £31 
on the last estimate, which was £4,802. 

This section of the Estimates concludes with a number of items 
which are termed “Incidental Expenses.” These are headed by 
the Consular-office expenses, viz., Canton and Shanghai, £275 
each; Swatow, Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo, Hankow, and Tienstin 
£100 each; Newchang, Chefoo, Kiukiang, and Taiwan, £75 each; 
Pagoda Island, Whampoa, Tamsui, and Taku, £40 each ; total, 
£1,610. Then follow estimates for Legation Guards and Escorts 
at Peking, £543 (increase £18) ; outfit and travelling expenses 
for Consular Officers and Student Interpreters, £2,800 (decrease 
£200;printing and stationery, £430 (decrease £50) ; postages, £600; 
contributions in aid of Church establishments, £200 (decrease 
£159 ; allowances for purchase of coal, £305; Consular Prison 
expenses, £600 (decrease £150); Medical attendance, £1,300 
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increase £100) ; and relief of distressed British subjects, £100 
decrease £50). Except where otherwise stated these amounts are 
the same as those which appeared in ‘the Estimates for 1873-74. 
The estimated cost of “ Salaries, Allowances, and Wages” for 
the Japan Consular Service presents a total of £13,307, an in- 
crease of £53, the total for the past year having been £13,254. 
The amount required for Consuls is £3,500, the same as the last 
estimate ; viz., Hiogo £1,000, Nagasaki £900, Hakodadi and 
Kanagawa each £800. The Vice-Consulate at Yedo is set down

These amounts 
are the same as taken in the last Estimates, unless it is otherwise 
stated. 

The estimate for the Supreme Court of China and Japan pre- 
sents a total of £8,126, against £3,101, an increase of £25, the 
Law Clerk receiving £750 instead of £725. The remaining 
charges under this head exhibit no variation, being as follows :— 
Judge, £3,500 ; Deputy Judge, £1,200 ; Law Secretary, £750 ; 
Chief Clerk, £350; Clerk for Civil Causes, £400 ; Criminal 
Clerk and Assistant Clerk, each £306; Chief Usher, £200 ; 
Chief Constable, £164, and Messenger, &c., £200. 

The special expenditure set down for the Consular Establish- 
ment in Siam presents the following items :—Consul-general, 
£1,200 ; Interpreter, £500; First Assistaat, £400; Second Assist- 
ant, £350 ; Medical Attendant, £300 ; one Student Interpreter, 
£200 ; Writers, £58 ; and Gaolers, Constables, &c., £417. The 
total amounts to £3,425, the same as in the last estimates. 

The differences existing between the present and the last esti- 
mates in the expenditure upon the Consular Services in China, 
Japan, and Siam, may be readily appreciated from the following 
recapitulation of the figures of waite we have given the details 
above :—Salaries, Allowances, and Wages are charged £64,570, 
against £63,236, an increase ef £1,334 ; Outfits and Travelling 
expenses £4,300, against £1,750, an increase of £450; Legation 
Guards £2,600, against £2,543,a decrease of £283; Incidental 
expenses £4,400, against £4,700, a decrease of £300; Printing 
and stationery £650, against, £700, 2 decrease of £50 ; Chapels 
and Chaplains, £600, against £759, a decrease of £159; Prison 
expenses £950, against £1,200, a decrease of £250; medical 
attendance £1,500, against £1,400, an increase of £100 ; and re- 
lief of distressed British subjects £150, against £250, a decrease 
of £100. The only item which figures for the same amounts as 
in the last estimates is the charge of £800 for postages. The 
grand total of the Estimates for the Consular Services in the 
Far East is £80,520, showing a reduction of £152, the total of 
the last Estimates having been £80,678. 

Other places in the Far East, the charges for which are not 
included in the total given above, figure for the following sums : 
=-Manila Consul, £1,100 ; Allowance for Rent, Oftice Expenses, 
&., £600 ; Vice-Consul, Sual, £400; Batavia Consul, £200 ; 
Borneo, Consul-General, £300 ; Allowance, £200. There is no 
sum allowed for a paid Consul at Saigon, but an amount of £400 
appears as an allowance for office expenses, &c., the same as last 
year. The only alteration in this section of the Estimates is 
with regard to Manila, where the allowance of £300 for a Vice- 
Consul is struck out, but an increase of £400 appears in the 
Estimate for Rent and Office expenses. 

The sums required this year, on account of Consular build- 
ings in China and Japan, amount to £33,227, being for building, 
repairs, contingencies, and office expenses, £25,000; rents of 
Legation and Consular buildings, £6,366 (£2,237 China, £3,129 
Japan) and allowances for house-rent to officers of the Supreme 
Court at Shanghai and to Linguist at Whampoa at £1,861. 
This is £133 more than the estimate for 1873-74, which was 
£33,094. 

Appended to the Estimates there appears an account of the 
pehsions and the superanuation allowances which are granted to 
rétired officials who have served at home and abroad. Amongst 
hese we find the subjoined grants for services in the Far East:

THE AUDIENCE QUESTION AT PEKING. 
(THE TIMES.) 

To those who are disposed tv consider the modern world as exclu- 
sively hard, practical, and business-like, wanting in romance and de- 
prived of all the picturesque "pretensions which characterise more an- 
cient history, we recommend the perusal of a narrative just issued in 
the official shape of a Parliamentary paper, and marked as “China. 
No, 1 (1874). The story describes the settlement of a question which 
could only have arisen in one region of the globe, and was strange 
enough even there. It amounted to this :—Were Great Britain, Russia, 
France, the United States of America, and Holland to be considered 
entitled to an audience of the Emperor of China, or was the grandeur 
of the Celestial Empire so unappruachable that nothing in the nature 
of equality could be recognised in any other dignities of the world ! 
After describing the ceremony which took place at the Audience, The 
Times goes on to say :— 

Of course, it will occur to many of our readers that all this was 
much ado abont nothing ; but that is not the opinion of our represen- 
tative at Peking or of fureign residents in China. They, on the contrary, 
attach the greatest weight to the concessions thus exacted from the 
Imperial Court, and are only suspicious that the Chinese officials may 
have contrived to divest the ceremony of its true import in the eyes 
of the people. The Emperors of China have now had the experience of 
a whole generation to teach them thcir true position in the political 
world, They have seen their armies defeated by the Powers they pre- 
tend to ignore, their cities taken and held to ransom, their capital oecu- 
pied, and their own palaces destroyed. They have signed treaties of 
peace dictated by the conquerors, and have, in fact, found themselves as 
helpless before the arins of Europe as a King of Ashantee. Yet, for 
all this, the make-believe of unappreichable supremacy is kept up, and 
Powers which are sometimes credited with the idea of turning the 
whole Empire into a Protectorate are barely allowed to send their En- 
yoys into the presence of the Emperor. It certainly seems an absurdity, 
but there is a kind of wisdom at the bottom of the pretension, and 
the Foreign Ministers at Peking were doubtless right in dealing with 
the question as they did. The event, however it may impress ourselves, 
produced, according to Mr. Wade, an immediate and important effect 
upon the officials and people of China. The Foreign Ministers were 
thought to have gained a great point. and tu have advanced materially 
their own position and that of all foreign residertsin the Empire. Mr. 
Wade even records with equal satisfaction and surprise that the Grand 
Secretary, before quitting the capital on a three months’ furlough, cun- 
descended to a signal and unprecedented piece of civility. He did not, 
indeed, call at the British Legation to take leave, but he apologised for 
not doing so, and the proceeding is commemorated as full of signifi- 
eance. We trust these anticipations of our representative may be 
realised. Our interests in China are very considerable, and if they can 
he effectually promoted we can well afford to smile at the conditions 
attached:to the process, 





Monetary and Commercial. 





An increased demand for cotton in Liverpool has served to 
strengthen the Manchester Market, and there has been a good 
general inquiry for goods, but an advance asked by producers 
has checked business, and transactions have been limited in 
extent. At the close a rather quieter feeling prevails, and 
buyers show little disposition to give out orders at the full cur- 
rent rates, while at last week’s quotations offers are made to a 
fair extent without finding acceptance. ;

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THE SALANGORE PIRACIES. 

The Morning Post of Friday gives a description of the visit of Sir 
Andrew Clarke and the Admiral of the trial and execution of the 
pirates, and concludes :—It must be admitted that the Sultan afforded 
the Court of Inquiry every facility in the production of witnesses ; 
amongst those for the defence, his son, Rajah Yacoob, was examined, 
and his evidence clearly proved his complicity in the piracies, though 
it was not sufficiently strong to justify his being taken into custody. 
The guilt of another Malayan chief, the Rajah Mahdie, who was said to 
be with the Sultan, seems to have been established, and a demand for 
his arrest was made, It is very doubtful whether the Sultan will fall 
in with this request, though he has shown a desire to adhere to his 
promises in other respects, and has given a compensation of $5,000 to 
the owners of the boat that was carried off, and which, it may be added, 
was found up the river and towed down to Singapore by the Rinaldo. 
Moreover, as a warning to others of his subjects disposed to follow the 
men executed in similar evil practices, their bodies have been buried in, 
@ prominent position on the river bank near the Quallah, and over the 
tomb has been erected a post couveying to all persons passing up 
and down the river inforination of the crime and the punishment 
that had been inflicted on the perpetrators of it. A further good deed 
was done by the Thalia, on the request of Tunku Dia Oodin, in the 
complete destruction of the stockades on the Langkat. These holds 
of the pirates have all been burnt down and utterly effaced, and the 
guns found in them rendered useless. The facta which have been re- 
counted above show that a work of great importance has been accom- 
plished by Sir Andrew Clarke's expedition to Salangore. He appears 
to have succeeded in effecting the measures which he proposed at the 
outset, and there can be no doubt uf the impression which his energy 
and the influence he has been able to exercise upon the ruler of the 
country will have on the marauding class of his subjects. It is to be 
hoped that the ceasation of piratical outrages for the future will prove 
that the course adopted hy the Governor of the Straits Settlements 
has borne good fruit, and we think we are not over sanguine in be- 
lieving that piracy will be suppressed in Salangore as effectually as it 
ebems to have been in Laroot. Should this be the case, as there is 
every reason to expect, Sir Andrew Clarke will have deservedly carned 
the gratitude of the colonists and the approbation of the country. 


THE GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

A meeting of the Royal Geographical Society was held on the 23rd 
inst., tbe president, Sir Bartle Frere, in the chair. Among those pre- 
sent were his Excellency Morimichi, Chargé d’ Affaires of Japan ; Kinzo, 
secretary of the Japanese Legation; Sir Harry Verney, Sir H. Raw- 
linson, Sir Rutherford Alcock, Colonel J. A. Grant, Lord Cottesloe, 
Admiral R. Collinson, Admiral Sir W. Hall, Admiral Richards, Admiral 
E. Ommanney, Mr. A. B. Mitford, and Dr. J. Rae. The principal busi- 
nees consisted in the reading of a paper “On a Journey in the Island of 
Yesso and on the Progress of Geography in Japan,” by Mr. R. G. Watson 
(late Chargé d’Affaires in Japan). Mr. Watson, with reference to the 
first portion uf his subject, said that any information which he could 
im: with reference to the island of Yesso had been to a great extent 
forestalled by a paper which wax read before the Society some time 
since, giving the account of a journey made by Capt. Blakiston in the 
island. He, however, went on to describe suine of the geographical and 
mineralogical features of the island, and then referred to the system by 
which the Japanese Government are endeavouring to increase the 
number of its inhabitants by a process of culonisation. Although as 
large as Ireland the population, according to the latest census returns 
issued by the Japanese Govermnent, is under 200,000, The native in- 
habitants are far behind the Japanese in civilisation, and the Govern- 
ment were adopting various means to improve their condition in this 
respect, not the least singular being the education of a number of young 
Japanese girls—partly under European supervision—with a view to 
their becoming the wives of the islanders. A considerable number of 
the aboriginal inhabitants belonged to, the singular hairy race called 
Ainos. Mr. Watson expressed his belief that although richly wooded 
and picturesque, abounding iu coal and other minerals, with salmon 
and other fisheries of surprising abundance, the island would have con- 
tinued in its neglected condition had not the Japanese Government 
been stimulated to action by the encroachments of the Russians in 
Saghalien, immediately to the north of it. ‘The climate is cold, and 
Mr. Watson was glad to sit over a fire even at noon in the dog-days, 
and to sleep under a thick quilt at night ; still the manyolia grows in 
its forests, and rice and maize are cultivated. He advocated the re- 
moval of the capital from Hakodadi to Endermo, the latter place being 
wiore central, and having a magnificent harbour. A complete survey of 
the island is now being carried out by the Japanese Government, who 
were also directing attention to the improvement of the reads, and to 
the general development of ita resources, Mr, Watson then proceeded 
6 the second portion of his subject, “ The Progress of Geography in 
Japan.” He said that only a very few years since utter ignorance prevailed 
en the subject, but now the whole country had been traversed by Eng- 
lishmen or Americans, and we possessed vearly as much knowledge of 
ite features as of those of European countries. The rule established by 
thé Japanese Government prohibiting foreigners from travelling be- 
yond certain distances from the Treaty Ports still existed, but it 
‘Was not now strictly enforced, and in the case of persons travelling-in 
the interests of science it had heen altogether relaxed. Mr. Watson 
thes referred to the enormous progress in civilisation made by the 

apanese in a short period of time, and the great change ettected 
théteby in the conduet of the people towards foreigners, Az un in- 
stance of this Mr. Watson stated that shortly after his arrival at Yédo 

British Charge d'’Affaires he concurred with a proposal made by the 
5a, nese Government to withdraw the guards which had hitherto ae- 
Soe niéd any official of the Legation who might have occasion to tra- 

UE ity, thess guards beihg sfswerable with their lives for the 
safety of those whom they were charged to protect. Since the with- 
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drawal of the guards Mr. Watson had visited every part of the city, 
both on horseback and on foot, and although he had gone about entirely 
unarmed, had never once been molested. This was not the case in 
Yedo only, for in every part of Japan foreigners were now received with 
courtesy and kindness. European systems of education are everywhere 
superseding the old native methods, and persons of distinction are 
already following Western customs in laying aside the symbols of their 
rank, except on State occasions. Mr. Watson concluded his observa- 
tions with a few remarks upon the present political situation in Japan, 
in the course of which he said that he disagreed with those who con- 
sidered that the changes which had lately been made in the 
administration of the Government and in the manners and_ habits 
of the people had been too rapid to be lasting. He believed 
that, on the contrary, the progress would be continuous and in- 
creasing, and he predicted a great future for a country where 
such an unprecedented improvement had been effected. At the con- 
clusion of Mr. Watson's remarks, which were listened to with evi- 
dent attention, the Japanese Chargé d’ Affaires and the Seerctary of the 
Legation expressed, through the President, their surprise and gratifica- 
tion at the great interest shown by the large audience in Japan. Mr. 
A. B. Mitford and Sir Rutherford Alcock also addressed the meeting, 
and Mr. Watson received the thanks of the President. 


In the course of the mecting Sir Bartle Frere stated that from the 
latest news which had been received regarding the remains of the late 
distinguished traveller and Fellow, Dr. Livingstone, they had been in- 
formed that the remains of the doctor had arrived near to Zanzibar, 
and that Lieut. Murphy was expected to reach the coast in February. 
Lieut. Cameron, too, was returning from Unyanyembe to Ujiji, to re- 
cover Livingstone’s letters. 


Among the newfFellows who were elected was Mr. Colborne Baber. 





Tur Bisnor or Victorta.—The Bishop of Victoria (Hong Kong) 
was present at a mecting of the British and Foreign Bible Society at 
Alexandra Hall, Blackheath, on the 24th inst. The meeting was well at- 
tended. Mr. Hewlett, from the Suciety, gavean interesting description 
of the progress of the Socicty’s operations, which showed a large in- 
crease in the distribution of Bibles in foreign lands, especially Russia ; 
and he lovked on the Royal alliance just contracted as hopeful for a 
larger propagation of the Gospel in Russia. He stated that although 
our Government had not taken much trouble to infurm the Shah of 
Persia of the foundation of England's greatness, yet the Society had 
presented him and all his suite, numbering nearly 100, witha handsomely 
bound copy of the Bible. Bishop Burdon then followed, and pointed 
out that during his twenty years in China he had ample means of know- 
ing the great good effected there by the Bible Society in the distribu- 
tion of Bibles. He narrated some cases bearing on the point, aud ex- 
plained that he had been engayed at Peking in effecting a more useful 
translation fur the Chinese. He urged the people of England to exert 
themselves tu send more missionaries and stop the opium trade, which 
was an enormous stumbling-block to their progress. 


Some few of the articles exhibited in the Chinese section of the 
Vienna Exhibition are now on view, we observe, at the Crystal Palace. 
They consist only of a few articles, however, among which the most 
noticeable is a very handsome carved screen and panels, exhibited by 
Colonel Cooke, of Ningpo, and two or three elaborately carved cabinets, 
The Ven. Archdeacon Gray’s collection has been received, we under- 
stand, by the Crystal Palace Company, but, in view of the expected 
arrival of Mr. Gray in England, the cases are not yet opened, and await 
his personal superintendence in the difficult matter. of suitable and 
artistic arrangement. 

A New York paper states that a lady in New York city is now try- 
ing some Japanese servants imported by her husband, who has recently 
returned from Japan. They experience considerable difficulty in ful- 
filling their household duties, and are very proficient at breaking china 
and falling down stairs. Their altercations with the milkman and baker 
in the early morning are sufficiently interesting to attract to the win- 
dows the majority of the people living in the immediate vicinity, and 
their comments in native language upon the costume of visitors make 
the latter very uneasy. 

Lorp Derpy has received a deputation whose members protested 
against the circular of Lord Granville, dated July 31, 1873, which would, 
as they contended, have the effect of withdrawing allowances to British 
consular chapains under the Act of George 1V, The different speakers 
requested the present Foreign Secretary's favourable interyention in 
the matter, Lord Derby promised that he would look into the matter, 
though he did not at the present moment sce his way clear to grant the 
relief in this direction which these gentlemen sought. 

Tur Committee on the Liquidation of the late Emperor Napoleon's 
Civil List have decided that the Chinese collection at Fontainebleau and 
the Armoury at Pierrefondes are the property of the State, and ought 
not to be restured to the Empress. 

On behalf of the Queen, a levee was held on Thursday at St. James's 
by the Prince of Wales. The presentations included Mr. Arthur Daven- 
port, H.B M. Vice-Consul at Shanghai, and Mr, Skinner, of the Cevlon 
Civil Service. 

A suit of Korean armour will be among the objects from the Far East 
shown at the forthcoming International Exhibition.

YUEN-MING-YUEN. 

Count PALIKao’s evidence before the EMPEROR'S Civi 
List Commission in reference to the looting and destruction 
of Yuen-Ming-Yuen revives an unpleasant memory. Neither 
the act itself nor the atrocities which led up to it are 
agreeable subjects for contemplation. The wholesale 
destruction of splendid edifices, of art treasures, of books, 
of gems and of stuffs, has at first sight—and in this case 
only at first sight—an air of Vandalism about it which is 
repugnant to the feelings of the times, and the recollection 
of the treachery by which PARKES and his company were 
made prisoners, and of the atrocious cruelties which were 
practised upon them, presents the Chinese national char- 
acter before us in so hateful a light that we would will- 
ingly try to blot it out from our memories. We should 
not, therefore, have referred again to the subject had not 
Count PaLikAo made some statements before the Com- 
mission which convey an erroneous impression of what 

really took place on the occasion. 

After the battle of Pa-li-kiao, or eight-mile bridge, from 
which the Count takes his title, the allied armies advanced 
on Peking, and marched along the east face of the city, in- 
tending to attack, if necessary, the walls on the north side, 
and to gain possession of the EMPEROn’s favourite retreat of 
Yuen-Ming-Yuen. So far the various correspondents whose 
letters have recently appeared in The Times (vide our last 
number) are agreed. But the subsequent movements of 
the allied armies have given rise to some controversy, fur- 
nishing additional evidence—if any were wanted—of the 
difficulties in the way of writing a history even of one’s 
own time. The weight of evidence goes to prove, however, 
that on the 6th October the French, without the knowledge 
of Sir Hope GRANT, executed a flank march across our 
column, and, pushing on to the Summer Palace, occupied it 
about night fall. General FoLEy, who, it will be remem- 
bered, was the English Commissioner at the French head- 


uarters, denies the correctness of this assertion, and says ' 


that the French advance on the Summer Palace was in 
accordance with the arrangement agreed upon between the 
commanders ; but Professor DouGLas has pointed out by 
quotations from Lord Etetn’s Journal and Sir Hope 
Grant's Despatches, that nothing was known by the Eng- 
lish General of the march of the French on the 6th of October 
to the Summer Palace, and that they shook themselves free 
of our troops by crossing the rear of our army. At all 
events this much is certain—that they reached the Palace 
on the evening of the 6th, that their whereabout was disco- 
vered by a detachment of English cavalry on the following 
morning, and that it was not until one o'clock on that day 
that the first Englishmen, in the persons of Lord Excr, Sir 
Hope GRANT, and their staffs, crossed the threshold. At 
the door they were met by General DE MoNTAUBAN, who 
assured them that nothing had been touched. Their senses, 
however, told them a very different tale. “They saw,” to 
quote the words of a writer to The Times, who describes 
himself as an “ Eye-witness,” “that tents occupied by 
“French officers of all ranks were full of plunder ; they 
“saw the smoking ruins of a pavilion which had been 
“looted and burnt, and they saw the empty boxes from 
“which some hundreds of valuable watches had been 
“ abstracted.” The instant Sir Hope GRANT arrived he 
arranged with the French General that an allied Commis- 
sion should be appointed to set apart suitable objects to 
furnish prize-money for the troops, and the rest were given 
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up to indiscriminate plunder. Subsequently, however, 
an order was issued that everything taken by English 
officers was to be sold for the general good, and the result 
was that every private in the English force received about 
seventeen dollars, and the officers and non-commissioned 
officers sums in proportion to their rank. Among the 
French no such equal division was made, and rumour as- 
serts that some members of their head-quarter staff reached 
Paris laden with spoils of priceless value, and that the 
reason why the members of the Chamber refused to listen 
to the EmPEROR’S request that they would grant General 
DE MONTAUBAN a pension on his return arose from a feel- 
ing that he had already sufficiently rewarded himself in a 
pecuniary sense. 

But a still greater calamity was destined to overtake the 
summer abode of the “Son of Heaven.” As one by one 
and in groups the prisoners who had been treacherously 
captured at Tungchow were restored to the allied camps, 
their thinned ranks and piteous condition revealed but too 
plainly the fact that the Chinese had supplemented an act 
of gross treachery by a system of atrocious cruelty. Such 
a base outrage made it necessary to punish in some unmis- 
takable way the rulers of the nation, and after much dek- 
beration it was wisely resolved that no more lasting and 
effective mode of inflicting chastisement on the EMPEROR 
as the representative of the governing class could be adopted 
than by levelling his favourite resort with the ground. On 
the 17th the remains of the English prisoners whose bodies 
had been given up were buried in the Russian cemetery, 
and on the 18th the lst division of the English army re- 
ceived orders to utterly destroy the Palace with fire. 
During the whole of the 19th the flames burnt furiously, 
and “clouds of smoke, driven by the wind, hung like a 
vast black pall over Peking.” 


THE AUDIENCE QUESTION. 

THE tone of Mr. WaDE'’s report and subsequent de- 
spatches on the subject of the Audience question, which 
will be found in another column, shows but too plainly in 
how unsatisfactory a light he is obliged to view the manner 
in which the right of Audience was at last conceded to 
himself and his colleagues. He is able to congratulate 
himself on the fact that “we appeared face to face with 
“the EMPEROR standing, because we represented Govern- 
“ments the equal of his own ; and in the recognition of 
“this equality,” he adds with truth, “China has com- 
“menced her retreat from the maintenance of that claim 
“ to be greater and better than her neighbours, which has 
‘ proved, more than any other, a cause of hindrance to her 
“ improvement at home, and, as a consequence, a standing 
“ danger to the security of her relations abroad.” And he 
reports that the knowledge of the ceremony having been 
performed has had a beneficial effect on the minds of the 
Pekingese. But beyond this he finds no cause for jubila- 
tion. In the first place the terms of the decree in which 
the Audience was first conceded were open to grave objec- 
tions, and though the Ministers expostulated against them, 
no change seems to have been made. Further, the place 
where the Ministers “appeared face to face with the Em- 
PEROR” was not in the Palace or in the Palace grounds, 
but was in the hall where the Envoys of Siam and other 
subordinate nations present their tributary offerings. 
Thither they repaired at six o'clock in the morning, and 
there they waited for two hours for the advent of his Im- 
perial Majesty. When introduced into “the presence,” 
the EMPEROR, instead of speaking directly to the Ministers, 
addressed, or rather appeared to address, for not a word 
was heard, Prince KUNG, who reported in Chinese what he 
was good enough to say his Imperial Master had said in 
Manchu. The audience lasted barely five minutes. Per 
haps it is too early yet to judge of the effect the concession 
is likely to have throughout the Empire, but certainly as 
yet, if we may judge fons disturbances recently reported 
from Shantung, it has produced no change in the disposi- 
tion of the people towards foreigners. Al credit is due to 
Mr. WADE and his colleagues for the prudence and patience 
with which they conducted their negotiations with the 
Chinese Government; but it is impossible to find any 
apology for the ungracious way in which the latter con- 
ceded to us a right which they have so long and wrongfully 


' denied us.

Holland and Java via the Suez Canal. The steamer is of the following 
dimensions :—Length, 383ft. ; breadth, 40ft. ; depth, 31ft. 6in. She 
will be fitted up in a very elegant and handsome manner, having accom- 
modation for 76 first-class, 32 second, and a few third-class passengers. 
The engines, which are being supplied by the same firm, are upon their 
compound principle, having two inverted cylinders, direct-acting—one 
of 50, and the other 86 inches diameter ; stroke, 3ft. 6in., with steam 
windlass, winches, and all recent improvements. This is the sixth vessel 
Messrs. Elder have built for the company, and they have in hand for 
them two other steamers. 

Tue P. and O. steamship Nyanza, which was built at the Thames Iron- 
works in 1864, and purchased last year by the Union Company, has been 
converted into a screw steamer by Messrs. Gourlay Brothers and Co., of 
Dundee, and has been taken to Stokes Bay for trial at the measured 
mile, previous to being placed on the mail line between Southampton 
and the Cape.

Gent LemEN,—The Directors have now to submit to you a general Statement of the affairs of the Corporation, and Balance- 
Sheet for the half-year ending 31st December last. 

The net profits for that period, including $36,599.97 brought forward from last account, after paying all charges, and deductinz 
interest paid and due, and making provision for all bad and doubtful debts, amount. to $240,321.47, of which, after taking ou: 
Rebate on Bills not yet due, and remuneration to Directors, there remains for appropriation $226,290.53. 

From this sum the Directors recommend the distribution of a Dividend of 85 per Share, being equivalent to Four per cent. for 
the half-year, which will absorb $200,000 ; and the balance, $26,290.53, they propose to carry forward to the credit of new account. 

If this appropriation of profits be confirmed by the meeting, the Shareholders will have received as Dividend for the year 1873 
the sum of $500,000, or 10 per cent. on the paid-up Capital, leaving $26,290.53 of undivided profits to be carried forward.

The Committee now have the pleasure of waiting upon the Share- 
holders with a statement of the working of the Company for the twelve 
months terminated on the 3lst October, 18783. 


It will be seen from the Statement of Accounts that the net premia, 
after deducting Returns and Re-insurances, amount to $314,654.87. 


After carrying forward to next year’s accounts $20,554.84, the 
amount of premia on risks accepted before October 3lst, but not yet 
terminated, and the sum of $44,998.78 to Suspense Account to meet 
estimated claims and losses, and providing for the Directors’ and 
Auditors’ fees, there remains a balance of $120,000 to the credit of the 
Profit and Loss Account, which the Committee propose should be set 
aside and be available as Dividend for the year. 


Should this proposal meet the approval of the Shareholders, the 
apportionment of this amount, under Clause 133 B. of the Articles of 
Association will be as follows:—The sum of $40,000, or $200 per share, 
will be paid the Shareholders as a General Dividend; and the sum of 
$80,000 will be paid pro rata among all contributors of business. 


The total amount of interest received, viz.:—$31,536.38, has, as 
provided by Clause 133 C. of the Articles of Association, been invested

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MACAO COOLIE TRADE 

A co mdence respecting the “Macao Coolie Trade” has 
Leen issued by the Foreign-office. Governor Kennedy wrote to 
the Earl of Kimberley as follows on 29th August :— 

On the 22nd inst. I received your lordship’s despatch of 7th July, 
conveying Her Majesty's gracious confirmation and allowance of the 
Foreign Emigrant Ships Ordinance No. 5 of 1873. Immediately on 
receipt of this despatch I directed notice to be given to the owners or 
agents and masters of the vessels engaged in the Macao coolie trade, 
which were lying in the waters of the colony for repairs, &c. 

These vessels were as follows :—

Five of these cleared at once and left for Macao or Whampoa. Of 
the remainder I allowed a few days in each case, so that they might be 
removed from the harbour without danger, though they might not be 
in a fit state to make a long voyage. 

At the time I am writing there is but one vessel remaining—the 
Columbia, and she has been permitted to stay for seven days from the 
-date of notice. 

In the case of the Glensannoz, she overstayed the time allowed to 
her, and legal proceedings were being taken when she cleared and 
quitted the jurisdiction of the colony. 

I have received, as your lordship might expect, protests from the 
agents of these coolie ships as to my action, but I have not felt justified 
in relaxing my instructions, that each of these vessels should depart as 
soon as my inquiries enabled me to decide what was in exch case 
sufficient to allow of their being removed, by tug or otherwise, from the 
harbour 

It is unnecesgary to trouble your lordship with all the correspondence 
which has passed, as it has been of the same tenour as the letters 
(copies enclosed) which I have received from, and caused to be sent to, 
the Peruvian Consul. 





The Viceroy of Kwang-tung having been notified with re- 
ference to the ee of Macao coolie ships, writes a letter to 
Consul Sir B. Robertson, of which the following is the trans- 


lation :— 
13th September. 

The Viceroy has the honour to acknowledge the receipt of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Consul’s statement of the 8th instant, informing him that “the 
Government of Hong Kong having lately passed an Ordinance forbidding 
the fitting out and provisioning of ehips intended for the conveyance 
of coolies from Macav and other places, and Her Majesty's Government 
having confirmed the same, notice thereof was given to the Peruvian 
and other vessels then in the harbour of Hong Kong, that they were to 
leave within three or four days: and accordingly they did go leave, and 
proceeded at once to the anchorage of Whampoa in this river, where 
they now are to the number of six or more Peruvian, one Italian, and 
one Belgian vessel. 

“Tt is the duty of Her Majesty's Consul to make known to the Viceroy 
the publication of this Ordinance, in order that his Excellency may see 
that Her Majesty’s Government will in no way give countenance to or 
support coolie emigration, except under the provisions of the Treaties 
and the Rules and Regulations agreed upon by the respective Govern- 
ments, &c.” 

The Viceroy has carefully considered the information contained in 
the above statement, and in reply, begs to inform Her Majesty's Con- 
sul that Mr. Acting Commissioner Brown had lately reported to the 
Viceroy that these coolie vessels had, since they were driven from Hong 
Kong, taken refuge at Whampoa, and anchored in the river there. 
The Viceroy accordingly informed the Provincial Chancellor and Judge 
‘to order the Canton Prefect to take measures with the Nanhai and 
P’anyu Magistrates, and with the Commanders of the various garrisons, 
for the despatch of troops and police to the Wham river, and to 
notify to the officers of the Government steamers and guard-boats, and 
to the Customs’ tidewaiters, that these coulie vessels were to be driven 
away from the spot and not allowed to remain there. 

The Provincial Chancellor and Judge will issue proclamations on the 
subject ; and the Viceroy has written to the Superintendent of Customs, 
ing him to communicate what has been done, for the guidance of 
Mr. Acting Commissioner Brown. 

On receipt of Her Majesty's Consul’s statement under acknowledg- 
ment, the Viceroy has further directed the Provincial Chancellor and 
Judge to give the necessary instructions to the Chinese officers on the 
coast ; and he now deems it his duty officially to notify to Her Majesty's 
Consui what has been done, 





The names of some German firms having been mentioned in 
-connection with the Macao coolie trade, Governor Kennedy writes 
to the Earl of Kimberley enclosing a protest which he made to 
Messrs, Pustau and Co. upon the application of that firm for 
‘time to complete the repairs of their vessels. 

Mr. Smith to Messrs. Pustau and Co. 
Colonial Secretary's Office, Hong Kong, Aug. 26, 1873. 

Having duly considered your letter of the 23rd inst., and the docu- 
ments wich you forwarded in your letter of the 25th inst. (which I 
now return), his Excellency the Governor instructs me to inform you 
that he is unable to sanction the Luisa Cuneraro remaining within the 
jurisdiction of the colony, in contravention of the provisions of Ordi- 
nance No. 5 of 1878, for a longer period than five days from the 23rd 


instant. 
. His Excellency has fixed this allowance in accordance with the state- 
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ment of the secretary of the Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock Com: 
that the necessary repairs would le ecnpletes in tat tia aes 

In making this communication to you, Iam to point out that the 
Ordinance xbove referred to was passed on the 6th May last, and that 
it was a matter of public notoriety that it would come into operation as 
soon as the Queen’s confirmation had been proclaimed in the colony. 

Further, the views of Her Majesty’s Government as to the Macao 
coolie trade, to which the Luiaa Caneraro belongs, and their firm in- 
tention to prevent residents of Hong Kong aiding and profiting by it, 
must have been well known to yourselves, as well as the rest of the 
community, after the publication of Lord Kimberley’s despatch in the 
Gazette of the 1st of March. 

And having regard to the instructions which are therein given, the 
Governor considers that. he would not be justified in granting to you 
any further time than that stated in this letter, which is sufficient to 
enable the vessel to be safely removed from the waters of the colony.— 
I have, &c., Crcin C. Sut, Acting Colonial Secretary. 

To this communication Messrs. Pustau and Co. reply, that in 
compliance with a request of the Colonial Secretary, they have 
Teduceted the Captain of the Luisa Canevaro to proceed to 

poa at once. Messrs. Pustau also add :— 


We, therefore, according to our duty as agents, hereby beg most 
respectfully to protest, on behalf of the owners and insurers (in Eng- 
land), and all concerned, against the Government of the British Colony 
of Hong Kong, and to hold them responsible for all consequences that 
may arise from the vessel’s complying with the Government's act of 
“force majeure.” 

We have always refused to be in any way connected with the coolie 
trade ; but we could not help rendering assistance to distressed vessels, 
with the owners of which we have other business relations; and after 
we had obtained from the Harbour Master, your officer, the permission, 
we might well have expected that she would have been indeed permit- 
ted to accomplish repairs. 

We have informed the captain that our agency ceased with this date ; 
and we also beg you to take notice, that from this date we do not con- 
sider ourselves agents of the Luisa Caneraro. 

THE ABOLITION OF THE TRADE. 

The proclamation of the Portuguese Government abolishing 
the system of coolie emigration as hitherto carried on at Macao, 
calls forth the following letter from Lord Granville to Sir C. A. 
Murray, Minister at Lisbon :— 





January 19, 1874. 

I have received and laid before the Queen your despatch of the 30th 
ultimo, inclosing a note from the Portuguese Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, in which his Excellency announces that his most faithful 
Majesty's Government has determined to put an end to the Chinese 
emigration carried on, under contract, through the port of Macao, and 
has directed that all the provisions and regulations which are in force 
at Hong Kong with reference to Chinese emigrants should likewise be 
adopted there. His Excellency adds that the above-mentioned decision 
was made public at Macao on the 27th ultimo. 

I have to instruct you to express to Senhor Corvo the gratification 
with whieh Her Majesty's Government have learnt the determination 
of the Portuguese Government to put an end to the system of con- 
tract coolie emigration through the port of Macao, which had led to 
such grave abuses, and you will add that Her Majesty's Government 
trust the authorities at Macao will exercise the utmost vigilance in 
carrying out the orders of his most faithful Majesty's Government in 
this matter. 

I inclose for your information copy of a telegram from Her Majesty's 
Consul at Canton, reporting the issue, by the Governor of Macao, 
of a proclamation announcing the orders he had received on the sub- 
ject from the Portuguese Government. 


THE AUDIENCE AT PEKING. 

The following despatches have been issued by the Foreign- 
office :— 

Mr. Wade to Earl Granrille.—( Received September 15.) 
Peking, July 7, 1873. 

As my telegram of June 29 will have informed your Lordship, the 
Emperor of China on that day gave audience to myself and my col- 
leagues, the representatives of Ruasia, the United States, France, and 
Holland. 

The Imperial decree in which the audience was first accorded ap- 
peared in the manuscript edition of the Peking (razette of June 14, and 
was communicated to the Legations on the 15th, in a despatch from 
the Prince of Kung, of which I enclose translation. Foreign Ministers, 
the representative of Holland included, were at the same time invited 
by the Ministers of the Yamén to meet them there on the 16th. The 
chief objections to the decree were two ; first, that Foreign Ministers 
were declared in it to have “humbly begged” or “implored” an au- 
dience ; secondly, that the words “ kuo shu”—Government letter, by 
which, in official correspondence, the Chinese deacribe letters of cre- 
dence, or letter from the Chief of a State—were placed in the text 
without any of the honour due to the dignity of a foreign Govern- 
ment. It might be added that the words Envoys or Ministers were 
referred to with as little formality as they would have been had the 
persons referred to represented States dependent on China ; but irre- 
ry, of the argument advanced by the Chinexe, that there was a 
certain difference in the form employed, there would have been na- 
turally an indisposition on the part of foreign Ministers to insist too 
much on what might have been regarded as offending their personal 
dignity rather than the dignity of their States. 

Remarks on the two other points could not be avoided ; and although 
at the Conference of the 16th the etiquette to be observed did at last 
come to be considered, the discussion which occupied the earlier part 
of the interview had rendered progress so far difficult, that it was not 
until the 25th instant that the Memorandum of etiquette to be ob- 
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served at the audience was agreed to by foreign Ministers. This was a 
revised edition of » Memorandum earlier communicated non-officially, 
which had been considered in a very lengthy Conference held at the 
Russian Legation on the 23rd. The paper in ita present shape was 
formally enclosed to us by the Prince of Kung upon the 26th. The 
Yamén had wished us to sign it, as we had signed the Protocol of the 
15th of May, but we had declined. I append translation of this 
Memorandum. 

Upon the afternoon of the same day, the 26th, we met the Prince of 
Kung by invitation at the Yamén, to communicate translations of our 
letters of credence, and all conditions to be observed having been care- 
fully reconsidered, upon the 27th his Highness wrote officially to in- 
form us that the Emperor had verbally given orders fur our reception 
on the 29th. 

I shall mention here that the Japanese Ambassador, Soyésima Pané- 
omi, was also invited to the Yamén on the 26th. The Chinese Minis- 
ters left it to us to fix our own precedence, and by common consent the 
highest place was assigned to the Ambassador of Japan. I may add 
that Soyésima had had difficulties of his own to surmount. His Con- 
ferences with the Chinese Minister had been separate, but from his fre- 
quent intercourse with us, we had been kept fully informed of what 
was passing. I feel bound to say that I think the Government of 
Japan has every reason to be satistied with the part played by its Am- 
bassador throughout this negotiation. The knowledge which, as a Ja- 

ese, he necessarily possesses of Chinese literature and of the usages 
of China, deterred him from undue exigence on any point of form, but 
he showed, at the same time, much firmness and dignity in the asser- 
tion of his rights. 

It was agreed that Soyésima was to have his audience first. This, 
both in consideration of his rank as Ambassador, and, possibly, because 
the letter of the Mikado with which he was charged was not a letter of 
credence, but of congratulation only. The five representatives hold- 
ing letters of credence, viz, the Ministera of Russia, America, and 
France, with myself and Mr. Ferguson, Diplomatic Agent of the Ne- 
therlands, were to be received together. The order of proceeding was 
as follows :— 

The place appointed by the Emperor was the Tz’f-Kuang-Ko, or 
purple pavilion, a large storied building in the grounds west of the 
palace. The palace itself, that is to say, the precinct designated by 
foreigners the “ forbidden city,” lies, as any plan will show, about mid- 
way between the east and west outer walls of Peking proper. Round 
this precinct, at a distance of from a quarter to half a mile, runs an 
enceinte known as the Huang Ch’éng, usually rendered the Imperial 
city. This is divided into streets, and, with the exception of the 
grounds, of which I am about to speak, is generally open to the public. 
The grounds in question lie westward of the palace, communicating 
with it towards the southern end of a large piece of water, on the west 
bank of which is situated the purple pavilion. A little weat of the 
grounds, but well within the Imperial city, stands the Pei-t’ang, a 
Romish Cathedral and mission house, built within the last few years 
upon ground bestowed upon the earlier missionaries in the reign of 
Kang-hi, and recovered by its present occupants under the Convention 
of 1860. It was settled that at six in the morning the five represen- 
tatives of Western Powers should meet there. M. Delaplace, the 
Bishop resident, had been so goud as to give us rooms to dress in, We 
rendezvoused accordingly at the Pei-t’ang, and were thence escorted by 
a Minister of the Yamén to the north gate of the palace grounds in 
our chairs ; the thoroughfare across the marble bridge, which spans the 
piece of water above mentioned, being closed to the public eastward by 
desire,of the Emperor. We had come to the Pei-t'ang through the 
west of the outer city, large numbers of people being already on the 
alert to see the foreigners who were to be presented to the Emperor 
without prostrating themselves. A dense crowd was assembled in the 
vicinity of the Pei-t’ang for the same purpose. At the Fu-Hua-Mén, 
the gate by which the palace grounds are here entered from the north, 
we left our chairs, and were received by the Grand Secretary and all 
other Ministers of the Yamén, the Prince and the Ministers Pao and 
Shén excepted. We had been tuld that they would be in attendance 
all the morning on his Majesty. We proceeded, according to the pro- 
gramme, tov the Shih-ying-Kung, or palace of seasonableness, a temple 
in which, as circumstances reyuire, the Emperor prays for rain or for 
cessation of rain. Confectionery, tea, and Chinese wine from the Em- 
peror's buttery were offered us, and, after waiting above an hour, we 
moved on with the Ministers to a large tent pitched westward of the 
purple pavilion. 

The Emperor did not arrive at the pavilion as soon as we had been 
led to expect. The reason assigned was the receipt of important dea- 
patches from the seat of war in the north-west. The Prince of Kung 
and the two Ministers with him were already waiting outside the tent 
to explain the delay, and returned again and again, as it were apolo- 
getically, to keep us company with the rest. The grounds were 
thronged with officials ; but except a few men wearing Chinese sabres 
of antique form, I saw nothing like a soldier in our immediate vicinity. 
At length, after we had waited in the tent at least an hour and a half, 
the Japanese Ambassador was summoned to the presence, and, his 
audience ended, came our turn. . 

In front of the pavilion in which we were received isa great platform 
of stone, accessible on three sides by flights of steps. We ascended, as 
it had been agreed, after some debate, we should, by the steps on the 
western side, and, entering the pavilion, found ourselves at once in a 
large hall divided by wooden pillars in the usual northern style, into 
five sections, Wecame into this by the second section from the west, 
filing inte the centre section until we were opposite the throne on 
which the Emperor was seated at the north end of the hall. We then 
bowed to the Emperor, advanced a few paces and bowed again, then 
advanced a few paces farther Luwing again, and halted before a long 
yellow table about half way up the hall, I should say some ten or twelve 
paces distant from the throne. 

The throne was, I think, raised above the floor of the dais on which 
it stood by a couple of steps. The dais itaelf was separated from the 
hall by a light rail broken right and left of the throne by low flights of 
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three stairs each. The Emperor was seated Manchu fashion, that is 

cross-legged. Upon his left were the Prince of Kung, his brother, 
known as the seventh Prince, and another Prince, the son of the famous 

Sangolinsin, who repulsed our attack on the forte of Taku in 1859. 

To the right of his Majesty stood two other magnates, the nearest being 
the senior of the hereditary Princes not of the Imperial house ; the 

other, I believe, a son-in-law of the old Emperor, whose name was 

Pao-kuang. Below on either side was a double rank of high officials, 

which spread outwards from the throne towards us, until their flanks 

reached the columns marking the outer line of the centre section in 
which we were standing. In rear of these were others filling the flank 

sections east and west up to the walls. On the whole the spectacle- 
was fair to see, although I should not go so far as to style it imposing. 

Our party having halted as I have described, the Minister of Russia, 
General Vlangaly, as Doyen of the Corps, read aloud an address in 
French, of which I inclose acopy. A Chinese translation of it had been 
already shown to the Prince of Kung, and this was then read by M. 
Bismarck, Secretaire Interprete of the German Legation, who, as I 
have reported, had been selected from the first to act as Interpreter- 
General at our Conferences. In this capacity he entered the hall with 
us, and took his place behind M. Vlangaly. 

As soon as the address was delivered we laid our letters of credence 
upon the table. The Emperor made a slight bow of acknowledgment, 
and the Prince of Kung falling upon both knees at the foot of the 
throne, his Majesty appeared to speak tu him—I say appeared, because 
no sound reached my ears. We had been told, however, that the Em- 
peror would speak in Manchu, and that the Prince would interpret. 
Accordingly, as soon as his Highness rose, he descended the stepa, and 
informed us that his Majesty declared that the letters of credence had 
been received. Then returning to his place, he again fell upon his 
knees, and the Emperor having again spoken to him in a low tone, he 
again descended the steps, and coming up to us informed us that his 
Majesty trusted that our respective rulers were in good health, and 
expressed a hope that foreign affairs might all be satisfactorily arranged 
between foreign Ministers and the Tsungli Yamen. This closed the 
Audience, which may have lasted a little more than five minutes. 

We then all withdrew in the usual fashion, “dh reculons,” and bow- 
ing, with the exception of M. de Geofroy, Minister of France, who had 
a reply to deliver from his Government to the letter of explanations 
carried to France in 1870 by the Minister Chunghow. That with which 
M. de Geofroy was charged may be considered to close all discussion re- 
garding the Tientsin massacre. It had been conceded, not without de- 
bate, that M. de Geofroy was for this second audience to be allowed the 
use of his own interpreter, M. Deveria. As we retired, therefore, that 
gentleman was introduced. The second audience was over ‘as quickly 
as the first, and M. de Geofroy presently overtook us at the Shih-ying- 
K'ung, whence, after a short session, we were conducted to our chairs 
by the Ministers of the Yamén, the Grand Secretary joining the rest at 
the gate. There was a strong disposition to establish a rule by which 
no audience should be granted except to a quorum of five Ministers. 
The Japanese Ambassador was nevertheless granted his audience alone, 
and the second audience accorded to M. de Geofroy will always be re- 
ferred to as a precedent for the admission of any single Minister who is 
charged with a written message from his Government. 

Considering the antecedents of the discussion, I regard M. de Geo- 
froy’s separate audience as the most important result of the whole, 
always with a single exception. That exception is.the concession of the 
audience, at all, to a number of foreigners declining not only to perform 
the kotow, but even to bend the knee. We must remember the long- 
standing pretension of the Emperor of China to this act of homage, 
and the tradition of isolated supremacy on which that pretension has 
been based. The Empire has, for the first time in its history, broken 
with the tradition ; not, it may be, with a good grace, but still has 
broken with it past recal ; and while I would anxiously deprecate a too 
sanguine estimate of its results, immediate or remote, I am as little 
disposed to undervalue the significance of the change that has been 
effected. We are not free to forget the conditions under which but a 
century ago the Representatives uf friendly States were admitted into 
the presence of the Sultan at Constantinople, and the extract which L 
inclose will remind us of what but three years since was the position 
of a foreign Minister before the Mikado of Japan. In a country like 
this, therefore, where forms of ionger standing far than in the sister 
strongholds of immutability sc largely usurp the place of substance, it 
is not to be disputed that in its present departure from precedent an 
important beginning has been made. There may be—there is—very 
much in our late reception that falls short of the standard of our re- 
quirements, a3 authorised by the usages of the Weatern world ; but we 
appeared face to face with the Emperor, standing, because we repre- 
sented Governments the equal of his own, and in the recognition of 
this equality China has commenced her retreat from the maintenance 
of that claim to be greater and better than her neighbours, which has 
proved, more than any other, a cause of hindrance to her improvement 
at home, and as a consequence, a standing danger to the security of her 
relations abrvad.

Revised Memorandum of Etiquette to be observed at the Audience, for- 
warded by the Tsung-li Yamén to the Foreign Ministers on the 26th 
June, 1873. 

(Translation. ) 

The Foreign Ministers will bring with them M. Bismarck as their in- 
terpreter in common. M. de Geofroy will bring M. Deveria as his in- 
terpreter in particular. 

The Ministers will alight from their chairs, or horses, at the Fu Hua 
Gate,a and they will there be received by the Ministers of the Yamén 
who will accompany them, in the first instance, to the Shih Ying Kung,b 
where for a short time they will rest. If his Majesty be pleased to be- 
stow refreshment upon them,c it is here they will partake of it. 

Their escort « will remain in a tent outside the Fu Hua Gate, where 
there will be persons to attend to them. Their retinuee will also re- 
main hereaboutsa. Neither escort nor retinue will enter the Fu Hua 
Gate. 

As soon as his Majesty, coming from the eastern side of the building, 
reaches the inner (lit. rearmost) hall of the Tzu Kuang Ko, the Minis- 
ters of the Yamén will accompany the Foreign Ministers and the inter- 
preters to a marquee f to the west of the Tzu Kuang Ko, where they 
will wait a short time, until his Majesty shall have entered g the Tzu 
Kuang Ko. The Ministers of the Yamén will accompany the Foreign 
Ministers and the Interpreter, M. Bismark, up the western flight of 
steps into Tzu Kuang Ko by the space west [it is assumed, of the 
centre space]. 

The speech (or speeches) of the foreign Ministers ended, they will 
each one spread his Letter of Credence? upon the Yellow Table. 

His Majesty the Emperor, making some special sign of affability 
(probably a bow), will say (lit. answer) that the Letters of Credence 
have now been received, and muke gracious j remarks and put kindly 
questions. 

These will be interpreted with solemn reverence by the Prince of 
Kung. : 

[Foreign Ministers] when they come into the door fof the hall], when 
they are speaking, or stating their names, as also when questions are 
addressed to them, and when they make answer, also when they retire, 
will, in token of extraordinary respect, make reverences, as it was origi- 
nally agreed (or proposed) they should. 

The forms will be settled by rehearsal before the Audience. When 
the ceremony is ended, the thier four foreign Ministers and the inter- 

reter, M. Bismarck, will retire by the western flight of steps. The 

Kcin isters of the Yamén will accompany them to Shih-ying-K’ung, 

where they will wait a short time, M. Deveria being meanwhile brought 

in by Ministers of the Yamén into the Tzu Kuang Ko. 

M. de Geofroy will speak, and will spread upon the Yellow Table the 
answer k to the letter of the Chinese Government. 

His Majesty will, as before, acknowledge the receipt [of this letter]. 

The Audience (lit. business) thus concluded, M. de Geofroy and M. 
Deveria, the interpreter, will retire, the Ministers of the Yamén accom- 
panying them to the Shih Ying Kung. Thence, the whole party being re- 
assembled, they will conduct the foreign Ministers and their interpreters 
out of the Fu Hua Gate. 

The arrangements set forth above are made because the Emperor 
having to receive Letters of Credence, a Decree has been received from 
his revi according an Audience. Hence the liberality of the cere- 
monial.

- is intended as an acknowledgment of the service rendered by M. Bis- 
The signatures are those of A. Viangaly, Russian Minister; F. E. 
Law, United States Minister; T. F. Wade, British Minister; L. D. 
Geofroy, French Minister ; and J. H. Fergusson, Dutch Minister. In 
8 subsequent despatch to Earl Granville, Mr. Wade informs his Lord- 
ship that it had been expected, before the event, by some people that 
the descent of the Government from its pinnacle would be unpopular. 
As soon as the decree of the 14th June appeared, however, missionaries 
called upon Mr. Low to state that even ‘its publication had greatly 
assured their flocks. Since the Audience, M. de Geofroy had also re- 
ceived the congratulations of Romish missionaries from all parts of 
China. The Princes who waited on the Emperor had been surprised 
and pleased at the demeanour of the Ministers, and that Mr. Low, the 
American Minister, had received the same assurance from the Prince of 
Kung, his Highness alluding very pleasantly to the lust occasion of 
their meeting. 
Lord Granville, in reply to Mr. Wade, expresses the satisfaction felt 
by Her Majesty’s Government at the way in which the negotiations 
had been conducted. 


THE STRAITS OF MALACCA 

On the 24th inst. Mr. Leonard Wray, a member of the Royal Colo- 
nial Institute, read a paper upon “Our Settlements in the Straits of 
Malacca,” in the theatre of the Society of Arts. The Duke of Manches- 
ter occupied the chair. 

The lecturer, in commencing his remarks, stated that the position of 
the Straits of Malacca or anything connected with them was but little 
known until recently. He then proceeded to give a sketch of the his- 
tory of the various places in the Straits and the inhabitants, in the 
course of which he stated that the Atchinese were a mixed breed of 
Malays, Battas, Javanese, Tamils, Arabs, Siamese, Hindoostanees, cum 
multis aliis, the Tamil predominating. The Portuguese had visited 
Atchin, but were ill-treated ; the Dutch afterwards visited it in 1600, 
an after a great deal of dissimulation obtained a factory there, and in 
1602 the English visited it for the first time, the eaptain of the ship 
being a Mr. Lancaster, who immediately won the affections of the 
people. The Sultan Peduckra Siri in 1613 wrote to King James I. of 
England, begging the English monarch to send him out an English wife. 
He had sent to him two brass cannons of large size but very thin, and 
one of those guns had been captured the other day by the Dutch in the 
Kraton. It bore the following inscription : ‘Thomas and Richard Pit, 
Brethren, made this peece, ano. 1617.” The Dutch could not conquer 
the Atchinese in those days, yet they used them to overthrow their 
rivals, which they did in 1640. 7 

The imports and exports of Singapore amounted in 1871 to 
£14,613,696. According to the census of 1871 there were, in the then 
settlements, 308,097, out of which there were only 1,730 Europeans 
and Americans. The revenue of the then settlements, in 1871, was 
£298,711. The Portuguese commenced trading with Malacca in 1508, 
captured it in 1511, and held it until 1640, when the Dutch, aided by 
the Atchinese, wrested it from them. In 1795 they surrendered it to 
the English, who restored it to them in 1818, and received it back 
again in 1825, in exchange for Bencoolen, That was a_ short-sighted 
and most unwise bargain on the part of the British, and was rendered 
still more mischievous by the cunning stipulation of the Dutch that the 
English should utterly destroy the strong and important fortifications 
for which Malacca was so famous. He had stated that the Dutch had 
acquired by degrees several very important positions on the great island 
of Sumatra; but as they never could obtain possession of Atchin, it 
could in no way be alleged that they owned Sumatra. From the reign 
of James I. friendly relations were established between Great Britain 
and the Sultan of Atchin, and this friendship had, with very slight 
breaks, been continued. The Atchinese hated the Portuguese and the 
Dutch, and threw themselves upon their friends and protectors, the 
English. A solemn treaty was concluded in 1819 between them, 
whereby England engaged to defend Atchin, and particularly against the 
Dutch, In 1824-5 England ceded her settlement in Sumatra to the 
Dutch in exchange for Malacca, reserving the independence of Atchin. 

In 1868 the Dutch wished to obtain tze relaxation of the treaty, 
whilst getting the recognition of the British Government of all the 
territorial acquisitions made by them up to that date (which acquisi- 
tions were accomplished facts) ; but, as Lord Derby truly declared, all 
mention of Atchin was purposely excluded, and its status remained un- 
altered until 1871. In that year the late Ministry of England thought 
proper to conclude “the Sumatra Convention,” whereby the Dutch 
gave up to Great Britain the fort of Elmina, on the Gold Coast, in ex- 
change for which England was supposed to have withdrawn her protec- 
torate over Atchin! “In other words, England gives over to the tender 
mercies of the Dutch that people whom we had by solemn treaty bound 
ourselves to protect and defend ; that country which actually may be 
considered to be the key to our Settlements in the Straits of Malacca, 
and to that great thoroughfare of our trade with China and Japan, for 
the little fort of Elmina. The result has been our country has been 
plunged into an ignominious war with a set of savages, some of our best 
troops sacrificed, our treasure poured out like water, and, worse than 
all, the good faith of the British nation treated asa thing not to be 
depended upon. To Atchin the fruit has been, that her country, 
without any just cause, without any provocation whatsoever, has 
been twice invaded, her coasts blockaded, her towns, forts, and 
villages have been bombarded, assaulted, and captured, her inhabi- 
tants have been reckleasly and cruelly slaughtered ; and a third invasion 
in the ensuing autumn is now threatened. We should mediate, and 
obtain the immediate withdrawal of the Dutch troops from Atchin ; 
making, on the one hand, to Atchin a compensation for our great de- 
fault, and, on the other hand, returning to the Dutch the Fort of 
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Elmina, and such conquests as we made (if any) during our defensive 
war with Ashantee. The Treaty of 1819, which the “Convention” 
conld not set aside, was still, and would remain, in full force. If the 
deplorable. events which had arisen out of that unauthorised act of the 
late Ministry should, as he hoped they would, lead to the passing of a 
legislative enactment, whereby no Ministers (whether Radical or Tory) 
shall have the power to alienate any of the territorial possessions or 
protectorates of Britain without first obtaining the consent of Parlia- 
ment, then, perhaps, some good might come out of the evil. 

The noble Chairman said that the only remark that he had to make 
was that some body of men, with more or less authority, and with more 
knowledge of the circumstances of the British Empire than British 
statesmen usually possessed, should be constituted and consulted in 
reference to measures of this nature. The negotiations with Holland 
about the Straits of Malacca and the settlement on the West Coast of 
Africa seemed altogether unimportant at the time. Nobody noticed it, 
and all seemed utterly ignorant of the circumstances and the policy 
involved in these transactions. Such ignorance was only to be obviated 
by the necessary consultation of statesmen with people acquainted with 
the circumstances and principles involved in such matters as they might 
arise. That was an additional argument for a Council representing all 
parts of the British Empire, which he and others had advocated. 


A vote of thanks to Mr. Wray for his paper terminated the pro-

AGRA BANK (LIMITED). 
The ordinary general meeting of this company was held on the 21st 
inst., Mr. James Thompson in the chair. The report of the directors 
was taken as read. 


The Cuamman said that the past year had not been one particularly 
favourable to banking operations in the East. During the course of 
the year money had been exceedingly plentiful, and sound and profit- 
able investments had been proportionately sought after and corres- 
pondingly scarce. There was, however, lately a change in this respect, 
and money all at once became far from abundant in India, and the in- 
terest on money had increased, he might say, since the beginning of the 
year at least 2 to 3 per cent. If the present state of things continued 
the result would show to advantage in the profits of the present year. 
The balance sheet exhibited an augmentation, though not a large one, 
in the current account balances as compared with what they were in 
the previous year. As he had often stated, the directors regarded this 
as satisfactory evidence of progress, and as a most satisfactory future. 
First it showed that the bank was appreciated and used by the public 
in its proper capacity of a bank, and that the bank fulfilled its func- 
tions in that respect ; and, secondly, it supplied the bank with funds 
to accommodate its constituents on fair and reasonable terms ; and, last 
of all, it was that class of accounts which did more than any other to 
promote the bank's profit. They, in fact, fulfilled a double duty, they 
benefited the constituency, and they benefited the house at the same 
time, and therefore it was that he had availed himself of the opportu- 
nity which had been from time to time afforded him at these meetings, 
of impressing upon them to do what they could to promote those ac- 
counts, which he was sure everyone of them would dv according to the 
opportunity afforded him. The directors had endeavoured to carry 
on the business with the utmost prudence and caution, and had acted 
on the old American motto of “Feel your ground and go ahead,” and 
he was sure the shareholders would not have the less confidence in 
the management because the directors adopted that course, and endea- 
voured to place the house upon a basis of strength and substantiality. 


He was happy to say that during the year all the branches had worked 
well, with the exception of the branch at Shanghai, at which place the 
management until recently had not been what the directors could have 
desired. They had recently changed it, and they hoped to have im- 
provement in consequence. No doubt shareholders had seen a report 
of an action which was heard in the American Consular Court, in which 
this bank was the plaintiff and Oliphant and Co. were the defendants. 
It was the imperative rule in this bank that in all advances upon an 
goods, or upon the security of property, that the goods pledged to the 
bank should be examined by the manager, and ascertained to be what 
they were represented to be, and also that they were in safe custody, 
which should secure to the bank undivided control over them. In 
April last year the manager, who had retired from the service of the 
bank, made advances on some lead warrants, which were, in fact, re- 
ceipts for goods deposited in certain places, and which in this instance 
professed to be deposited in the custody of Messrs. Oliphant and Co., 
but the manager seemed to have made the advance without making 
inquiry to satisfy himself that the goods were in order. The manager 
who succeeded the manager who made the advance discovered that the 
goods never had any existence, and that the warrants were fictitious, 
and the legal question ardse whether under any such circumstances 
‘Messrs. Oliphant and Company were liable. The case was tried, 
and the bank was defeated on the ground. that the goods did 
not exist, and he believed this decision was in accordance with both 
‘English and American law. It must be manifest that, if the positive 
instructions of the hoard had been carried out by the manager who 
made the advance, such a loss could not have been incurred. He might 
mention that an action had been commenced against the late manager 
for the recovery of the money. The shareholders would be pleased to 
hear that the amount of £48,000 set aside to meet the losses incurred 
through the failure of Gledstanes and Company had proved amply 
sufficient for the purpose. The amount of profit made at the head 
office and branches during the past year had amounted to £71,482, of 
which £50,000 had been set aside for dividend, and £14,000 carried to 
the reserve fund, leaving about £8,000 which had been placed to the 
credit of the doubtful debt account. Referring to the low price of the 
shares, he said it was a puzzle to the directors, inasmuch as the capital 
of the bank was intact, and the bank was paying a much better divi- 
dend than many railways whose shares stood higher in the market, 
but which paid no dividend at all, or a very small dividend. In con-

clusion, he moved that the report and accounts be received and 
adopted. 

Mr. J. Carrinaton seconded the resolution, which, after a few re- 
marks from Mr. Mortanp, was put to the meeting, and carried. The 
CHamMan moved that a dividend at the rate of five per cent. per an- 
num, free of income tax, be declared. Mr. PALMER seconded the motion, 
Mr. Mor.anp contended that a larger dividend should be declared, and 
a smaller amount carried to the reserve fund. He moved, as an 
amendment, “That the dividend be at the rate of eight per cent.” 
The amendment was seconded by Mr. Barker, but ultimately, in 
deference to the general wish of the meeting, it was withdrawn. 


The directors and auditors were re-elected, and a vote of thanks to 
the chairman and directors then terminated the proceedings. 





THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN 
(LIMITED)—IN LIQUIDATION. 

A large and influential meeting of the shareholders of this Bank has 
been held, to receive a report from the liquidators; Mr. Alderman 
ALLEN in the chair. 

The report presented stated that the last report of affairs, together 
with a statement of receipts and expenditure, showed that about one‘ 
million and a half of liabilities had been liquidated, and that the assets 
consisted of “cash or securities which can be immediately realised, 
£12,000 ; assets yet to be collected, expected to realise £18,000; to- 
gether, £30,000.” The sources from which the £18,000 was expected 
to be realised were also indicated, the larger portion being the turn-out 
of two mortgages in Bengal, which had not yet been realised, but which 
the correspondents of the company have been instructed to sell forth- 
with, The sale had not taken place earlier, as it was considered by the 
liquidators that they were not in a position to secure a good gale ; but 
they hoped that their estimate of those assets would now be fully 
realised. These assets at present consist of cash and securities which 
can be immediately realised, £20,489 ; and assets yet to be collected, 
estimated to realise £11,180—£31,669. The larger portion of the latter 
item (£11,180) depended upon the success of the agents in carrying out 
the instructions for the sale of the two mortgages, and the balance had 
to be collected from failed estates and arrears of calls ; the arrears in 
the latter were still very large, and that with the exception of some 
paying by instalments the contributory list was practically exhausted, 
and not more than £1,000 could be safely calculated from that source. 
The Chairman moved the reception and aduption of the report, and 
proposed the following resolution : “That the report and accounts of 
the liquidators be received and adopted, and that all necessary proceed- 
ings be taken forthwith to carry into effect the proposed arrangement 
with the Imperial Bank of China, India, and Japan (Limited), and such 
agreement referred to in the report now submitted to the meeting.” 
The resolution was seconded and carried unanimously. 

The following resolutions were also put to the mecting, and carried : 
“That this meeting, having read the statement of the liquidators of 
the present position of the bank, is of opinion that ten shillings per 
share should be forthwith returned to the shareholders who are entitled 
to participate therein, and requests the liquidators to make such return, 
and further to continue their efforts to realise the remainder of the 
assets, and close the liquidation as early as possible.” “ That the addi- 
tional payments to Messrs. Allen, G. Macnair, and Captain Engledue, 
be auch a sum as will increase their remuneration to the aggregate 
amount of £8,000 to the close of the liquidation.” “ That the share- 
holders desire specially to recognise the services of the secretary, Mr. 
R. S. Tomlin, and hereby request the liquidators to pay him, in addi- 
tion to his current salary to the close of the liquidation, « sum equal 
to one year’s salary, in recognition of his attention to the interests of 
the shareholders during the liquidation.” 

A vote of thanks to the chairman and his brother liquidators clased 
the proceedings. 


The “ Messageries & Vapeur de Cochin Chine’— Messrs. Lar- 
rieu and Roque proprietors—was established in 1872 for the 
transport of Government stores, troops, &c., on the waters of 
French Cochin China, the Government having granted a very 
handsome subsidy equivalent to about $12,000 per month, 
to which the King of Cambodia liberally added $2,000, to 
induce regular steam communication .with his kingdom. These 
subsidies are amply sufficient to leave a handsome interest 0” 
the capital invested ; but, besides, a very considerable amount 
is derived from outside freight and passengers, there being 0° 
competition. The fleet at present consists of four steamer, 
three of which, the Saltes, Ataloc, and Viaco, are of about 400 
tons register each (these were bought in England). The fourth 
is the Powerful, formerly a tug boat on the Saigon river. These 
are quite sufficient for present Government requirements, but 
there is such an abundance of freight offering from Cambodia 
during the fish and cotton seasons that the proprietors intend t0 
purchase at least one more large boat for the line to Chnom 
Peuh (the capital of Cambodia). Although this undertaking '* 
such a very profitable one for the proprietors, it would be nothing 
without Government aid, which is fixed for nine years. CD” 
siderable dissatisfaction prevailed in consequence of Governor 
Dupre (who is now on his return to France) having made the 
contract without advertising for tenders for the service.
